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This application is before the Office of PCT Legal Administration for issues arising 
under 35 U.S.C. 371. 

BACKGROUND 

On 10 May 2006, applicant filed a Transmittal Letter for entry into the national 
stage in the United States which identified the international application as GB/0412081.1. 
Accompanying the transmittal letter, applicants included: authorization of payment of all 
necessary fees; a specification, claims and abstract and an un-executed declaration. None 
of these additional papers identified an international application number. 

On 13 June 2006, applicant filed correspondence indicating that the correct 
international application number for the filing of 10 May 2006 was PCT/GB05/03725. 

COMMUNICATION 

A review of the international publication for PCT/GB05/03725 reveals that this is 
the international application corresponding to the application submitted here. However, 
the initial Transmittal Letter submitted by applicants misidentified the international 
application number as GB/0412081.1. 

Further a review of the application papers originally filed on 10 May 2006 reveals 
that none of the originally filed papers identified PCT/GB05/03725. While applicant 
subsequently provided the correct international application number, none could be used to 
identify the correct international application at the time of filing. Therefore, the basic 
national fee could not have been associated with the correct international application no. 
PCT/GB05/03725 and thus, the application is ABANDONED for failure to timely pay the 
basic national fee. 

In order to continue processing of the national stage application for 
PCT/GB05/03725, applicant must submit a petition to the Commissioner under 37 CFR 
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1.137(a) or (b) requesting that the application be revived. Any petition filed under 37 CFR 
1.137(a) and/or a petition under 37 CFR 1.137(b) requesting that the application be revived 
must meet the criteria indicated in 37 CFR 1.137.
